Old members of the police depart- 
ment shall take a. written mental ex- 
amination. as required by the Police 
Commission, once each jear 
The 
results of these examinations will be 
kept on record for the information 
of the Police Commission 


The duties of the Chief of Police 
shall be chiefly executive 
He will 


be subject to the orders of the mayor. 
He will be held responsible for the 
"order, efficiency and co-operation 
of the police force. He fhall have 
charge of no particular relief, but 
shall have generaal charge of all re- 
liefs." 
He will be held responsible 


for the good conduct 
of policemen,

leave the fields, passed through Cam- 
den this afternoon.

The vigilantes then opered fire, it 
was said, and Sanders' body was rid- 
dled with bullets.
